LORD ELGIN GIVES EXPLANATION.

Lord Elgin and Mr. Winston Churchill, 
qtestioned in Parliament, declared that they 
had no information regarding the resignation 
of the Natal Ministry beyond a press telegram. 
They jastified the suspension of the executions 
in view of a possible demand for the assistance 
of British troops to repress a native rising. (2.)

SPIRIT OF COMMBRCIALISM. 


LIFE (F OLD -S¢RIA DYING OUT. 


~ (FxoM OUR CORRESPONDENT). 


Bryrovut, March 20. 
One would think hat a town like Beyroat, 
with its fairly largeopulation, its important 
steamship communiation, and. the fact’ of its | 


being a terminns  ¢ several railway lines, that | 
keep it in touch wid the outeide world, would |, 


afford a not altoether sterile ‘subject for a 
newspaper correspndent. But there are many 
factors.that consp’e against public life mani- 
feating itself heren brilliant fanctions, {6tes, 
and interesting eents. Lack ot security has at 
one time determied an exodus of the wealthy 
class, that is the aainspring of any such mani- 
featations of a dublic or semi-pablio natare ; 
and Egypt bas ben at the same time the rival 
and the gainer tereby. Then B+yrout isin a 
- transition perid. The Oriental’s insouciance 
and his nataraladdiction to pleasure are being 
beaten out bythe invading and conquering 
spirit of comercialism, that is the dominant 
force of moden times. Formerly, and not very 
far back, it ws not ancommon to meet people 
in the strees’ roaming aimlessly about, and 
wafting thei careless souls in music on the 
moonlit air, The sound of the Oad, accompa- 
ying the Imguid notes of Oriental song, used 
to fill the sillness of the night with melody in 
every quarsr of the town. The life, however, 
of old Syri is dying out, and the new spirit is 
graspingly bent on gain. In other countries 
where thesway of commercialism is supreme, 
prosperit; supplants the spontaneous expres- 
sion of tle poetry of the soul, and the flow of 
Of, brilliancy on public 
mage of art, gives this 


Unfotunately political restrictions in this 
countrymilitate against the growth of such 
boundlas prosperity. on the crest of which 
Egypt 1 stande, thanks to the wise adminis 
tration with” which it is blessed. Thus it is 
that lib with us here passes on with dall 
monobny, so much go that the events of a 
whole season. may be chronicled within the 
limitel space of a letter. 

Oa: Governor-General, thanks to that Eoro- 
pean yart of his career, has cultivated the 
taste for social entertainments. The perfect 
organsation of the ball that he has, last sam- 
mer, given in honour of Admiral ‘Danville, in 
the pacious garden adjoining his -residence, 
testifed to the cultivation of such taste on 
artisio and systematic lines. The garden look- 
ed lice a fairy field with trees laden with fruit 
of nalticoloured lights. The music and the 
bafiyt were worthy of the decorations and the 
general fit-up. 

Breaking with Tradition. 

This winter his Excellency gave a series 
of dinners to the Consuls, inviting two ata 
tim, and the cordiality of the receptions was 
suc that he once trod a measure with the 
elderly bat vivacious mother of one of the Con- 
suk, This, of course, gave occasion for severe 
oxnmant on the part of the fanatical class of 
Moslems. Bat jnst asthe Tork has bean so 
fer broken into Earopsan lifs that'he has now 
no scruples in serving liqaors at weddings and 
other festive occasions, so will oor Moslem- 
Arabs break, with time, into the antiquated 
and primitive sbell that tradition has, 90 far, 
towell defended against . the attacks and the 
changes of time. lt may, however, take ages 
defore a complete regeneration is effected, 
especially if existing political conditions con- 
tinng to obtain. The Vali gave lately a charity 
ball which was largely attended and was bor nd 
to be of a very medley char-oter as the tickets 
were distributed brosdéast. Some of the ex- 
clusive set took a sort of hanghty off nceat 
stch plebeian promiscuity. A French yonng 
lady rather emancipated and bold mystified 
the crowd by appearing at one of the windows 
in the gallery of the hall dreased as a Torkish 
lady with the diaphanoos yasmak throwing an 
ethereal charm around her eyes. Had she been 
abont concealing her identity she 
have {thrown some compromising 
suspicions onthe Vali’s harem. 


Amerloan Squadron's Visit. 


The appearanca in our waters of the United 
States eqaadron created a atir. The squadron 
consisted of the oraisers Brooklyn, Galveston 
and Chattanooga. ,The former had visited our 
Yort on the oocasion -of the troables between 
Christian and Moslems that took soch a 
serious turn and onlminated in the transfer of 
the lata Vali, Rachid Bey, now Pacha. Her 
reappearance therefore gave the pleasore that 
is felt on seeing again a familiar and friendly 
face: The Brooklyn belongs already to the 
immortal class of veteran: fighters. In the 
officers’ mesa-room. one sees & most curious 
and interesting relic. It isa framed fragment 
of one of the armoured plates of the valiant 
ship that was rent by a dead “hit” above 
_the water line from the Spanish man-of-war 
Christobal Colon during the engagement off 
Santiago de Caba on Jnly 3, 1898, In the 
centre of the hole stands the pictare of the 
unfortunate Christobal-Colon, which was sub- 
sequently sunk by her Yankee adversary. A 
proud relic this! Durtng the few days of their 
stay the conduct of ths craw ashore was almost 
exemplary and this rebounds with ceedit on 
the U. 8. navy discipline. 

Mr Bergho!z, the American Consul-Genaral, 
gave a dancing evening reception to Roear- 
Admiral Sigsbee and his staff on the 8th March.

Nazim Pacha’s Successor. 

The successor of Nazim Pacha is Shokri 
Pacha, a yonng man with the snbtle powars 
of the Turkigh diplomatist.

He .was lately 
acting Vali of Rhodes.
